Before commencing the bombardment 
of Tripoli, the Italian squadron re- 
moved all mines and made a careful 
revision of the hydrographic chart to 
insure safety to the coming transports. 
This operation lasteq several days and 
probably explains the real reason for 
the delay in the bombardment. 

Four Italian officers have come to 
Djerba and are proceeding overland 
tvoward ‘Tripoli on a _reconnoitering 
expedition, as the Arabs are expected 
to offer stubborn resistance to the 
occupation of the villayet. 

Turkish Governor Wounded. 

London, October 4..—-A Rome despatcn 
from Tripoli says it is believed that 
the garrison has suffered very heavy 
bosses and that the governor is 
wounded. It appears that even after 
the demolition of the forts the Turk- 
ish gunners continued to serve such 
guns were available.

GOLDSTEIN HELD 
PENDING PROBE 


Detectives Making Searching In- 
vestigation Into Woman's Death 


It Is Alleged That Goldstein, 
Who Was With the Woman 
at the Time of Her Death, 
Has Told Conflicting Stories 
Regarding a Diamond Ring. 


Mrs. Bessie Satchéll, a young white 
woman, died suddenly last Friday 
morning at her house, 270 Elliott 
street, with only S. H. Goldstein pres- 
ent. The mysterious disappearance 
from the person of the dead woman of 
a handsome diamond ring, tne gift of 
an admirer, yesterday led to the arrest 
of Goldstein, who is held without bail 
for the investigation of the woman’s 
death. 

The detectives charge that 
ious circumstances lead them to sus- 
pect that foul play has been done. 
Goldstein went to the house with a 
quantity of medicine which he had 
just bought, but he refuses to tell 
where he bought it. He is charged 
with having admitte@ to the giver of 
the ring that he had the medicine, 
but it is not now to be found. Besides 
these facts there are other circum- 
Stances concerning a signet ring and 
certain conflicting statements of Gold- 
Stein. 

Chief Lanford also said yesterday 
that the body naqg been hastily taken 
to an undertaker’s and shipped out 
of town without legal and proper bur- 
ial certificates. This was emphati- 
cally denied by Dr. J. T. Gordon of 
45 Larkin street, the first physician 
to reach the dead woman, and by 
Greenberg and Bond, the undertakers. 
Dr. Gordon certified that heart disease 
was the cause of her death and said 
that there was not the slightest traces 
of poisoning at the time of her exami- 
nation, 2 o'clock Friday morning, 
which he made by the light of an oil 
lamp. The full and proper certificates 
were prepared. 

Goldstein denies any hand in th*% 
death of the woman and says that he 
does|' not Know where’ the diamond 
ring, the cause of his trouble, now 
is. Jake Goldberg, a friend of Gold- 
stein, is under bond as.witness in the 
case.

Writes to Her Father. 

When asked about the chances of 
having the body exhumed and a care- 
ful analysis made for traces of poison- 
ing or other foul play, Chief Lanford 
said that he had written Mrs. Satch- 
ell’s father in Vaughn, Ga., to have 
this dorfe. 

Mrs. Satchell was a voung and hand- 
some woman. It is alleged that she 
was Goldstein's housekeeper when he 
ran the Grand hotel, which broke up 
after several raids by the police. It 
is saiq that since that time he and the 
woman have lived together at 270 
Elliott street, while he also had 
another place at 228 Pulllam street. 

On the night of ner death Mrs. 
Satchell was alone until nearly mid- 
night, when Goldstein arrived. He 
had been there but a short time when 
she rose to get a glass of water and 
dropped dead. Two negro servants 
claim that he took a bracelet and the 
ring off her hands. 

Goldstein admits removing the brace- 
let, the better to chafe her wrists. 
He denies any knowledge of the ring. 
When arrested he wore a small signet 
ring belonging to the dead woman, 
which he claims had been given him 
two weeks before, while the detectives 
state she is known to have had it on 
a few hours before she died. 

Chief Lanford also charges that 
Goldstein admitted having the diamond 
ring, but when called on to give it up 
denied his first statement. 

Mrs. Satchell was a member of the 
well-known Weatherley family of 
Georgia, according to some, although 
the chief of detectives stated that her 
father's name was Satchell.

“They think 
they have fallen on bad days because 
of sinister results of modern criticism 
and social unrest. Thig criticism 
should be looked at optimistically, as 
being the essence of _science. When 
finished their investigations, we find 
them nearer tne truth and to Him who 
said, ‘I am the truth.’ If criticism ca 
destroy Jesus Christ, let Him be de- 
sifoved, but Christ cannot be de 
stroyed.” 

Addresses .f welcome to delegates 
from across the seas and responses by 
them, occupied the greater part of to- 
day’s sessions. Notable among the ad- 
dresses was that of Sir Robert Perks, 
of London, who urged upon Methodists 
of all the world to follow the example 
of John Wesley. “He was an up-to- 
date reformer. He did not limit his 
appeal to one class. He sought not 
only the masses, but the cultured and 
the leisurely. We should do  like- 
wise.”’ 

Bishop Hoss Talks, 

Bishop E. E, Hoss, of 
Tenn., feared some Canadian 
odist might think those from the 
United States had lookéd og the Do- 
minion with too longing eyes. “But We 
have had, quite recently, a very plain 
lesson on the subject of annexation,” 
he said. “What American Methodists 
wish for Canadians, as for themselves, 
that all shall be en masse in a broad 
web of Christian love.”

) WILL THE POWERS INTERVENE? 
| The Springfield (Mass.) Republican succinctly remarks that 
the leading reason for Italy’s Tripolitan onslaught is “one va- 
cant chair in Africa.” In other words, France, England and Ger- 
many have their particular slice of territory, or, to put it more 
diplomatically, “sphere of influence” in that region. Italy is after 
her share. The fact that the European concert does not seem 
especially concerned regarding the situation indicates that this 
frankly cynical view has been accepted by Europe in general. 

But while the powers might not, probably would not, inter- 
vene to rescue Tripoli from the maw of Italy, they would easily 
find a stronger incentive for so doing in an effort to preserve the 
general stability of European relations. Turkey and its political 
tributaries have long been danger spots menacing European peace. 
Once a wholesale dismemberment of the Ottoman empire sets in, 
the most astute prophet could not predict what universal cataclysm 
the process would involve. : 

In spite of the bluff and bluster between Germany, France 
and England over Morocco, it is not in convincing evidence that 
either of these three nations desires to precipitate at this moment a 
general European conflict. Yet that is what might easily grow out 
of the imbroglio bétween Italy and Turkey. 

Such are the conditions that explain the persistent rumors 
that the powers are quietly moving to establish peace. The latest 
report is that Italy is first to be permitted to get a foot-hold in 
Tripoli. Following that, diplomacy will become industrious to 
the end of healing the breach, the negotiations to be managed in 
such way as to “save the face” of both belligerents. It has even 
‘been said that Italy will pay to Turkey a large financial consid- 
eration for Tripolitan “concessions”’—the latter meaning, of 
course, the right to rule the country itself. 

The next week, perhaps the next forty-eight hours, ought to 
disclose the course of events. If, in the meantime, Turkey emerges 
‘at the short end of the horn, as she is likely to do, it will be be-

A strong and vivid plea for more publicity in the exploitation 
of Georgia’s resources is elsewhere put forward by Charles J.

As Mr. Haden shows, and as The Constitution has often 
pointed out, Georgia has natural assets outclassing, in their line, 
those possessed by the southwest and portions of the far west. 
Yet the prices of farm lands in Georgia, though rapidly enhancing, 
are bringing nothing like their intrinsic equivalent, if the latter be 
measured by the relative inducements of Georgia and other por- 
tions of the country. 

The negligence of the great southern railroads, as The Con- 
stitution has repeatedly declared, is one of the factors back of 
the disparity between the two sections. The important carriers 
of the west spend millions in advertising their territory, where the 
carriers of the south spend thousands in advertising a section no 
less promising. 

But, as Mr. Haden indicates, the western carriers have not 
alone borne the burden of publicity. Communities, from the larg- 
est to the smallest, have been liberal users of “that magic alchemy 
—the printing press.” Civic organizations, comprised of every ele- 
ment in towns and cities, have seen that advertising was one of 
the best investments opened to an enterprising people. And they 
have utilized it—not foolishly, but judiciously. 

Indications of an awakening are _ present in Georgia and 
other southern states. But it must attain greater proportions be- 
fore Georgia is known as it should be known, and her people reap 
a commensurate advantage. Mr. Haden’s communication is worth 
study on part of that growing element determined upon the prop- 
er development of this state.

CAMPAIGN OF EDUCATION IS 
PLAN OF DRINKING CUP FOES' 


“Few of the people in Atlanta real- 
ize the danger arising from the prac- 
tice of drinking from public drinking 
cups, and even those who do, will not 
follow the dictates éf their common 
sense, but instead do just as the ig- 
norant,” said Dr. Smith, city bat- 
teriologist, yesterday. 

“On every publie drinking cup—and 
there is absolutely no exaggeration in 
remarks—there are millions of 
germs, all waiting for a fertile field in 
which to multiply and produce dis- 
ease,” he continued. 

“The mouth is a hotbed for such 
germs, and not only does one run 
Sreat ganger through this, but also 
from the condition that those who are 
infected spread their peculiar diseases 
by means of the mouth. There’is more 
danger in an ordinary drinking vesse! 
than there is in several cases of small- 
pox, for one knows the smallpox ex- 
ists and takes precautions, while most 
are heedless when it comes to an un- 
known or unseen danger. 

Laws Are Adequate. 

“The laws now in Georgia would be 
perfectly adequate to properly protect 
the people if the public were only’ edu- 
catec. Under present conditions it is 
impossible to go very far because the 
public protests in spite of the fact that 
it i: the public health we are striving 
to protect. Public education is the 
first step toward the entire eradica- 
tion of the great white plague, con- 
sumption, as well as many other simi- 
lar diseases.” ' 

Physicians in the _ state board of 
health office warmly indorse Dr. 
Smith's statement, and add that if the 
fact were sufficiently impressed upon 
the people that on practically every 
drinking cup thrived some millions

A spirii of indifferencé does more 
than anything else in hampering the 
men cCefiind the movement, they main- 
tain. The fact- that one’s child will 
be much more likely to catch diph- 
theria or scarlet fever from a drinking 
cup than by passing near a house 
where the disease exists does not im- 
press itself upon mest people’s minds. 
The req flag serves as a reminder, 
while @ publie drinking vessel appears 
ha*mless. 

Danger of Typhoid. 

Few people think of the fact that 
there are many members of humanity 
whc bear typhoid germs even though 
they themselves have not typhoid, and 
that these germs will surely be com- 
municated to others by means of the 
puslic cup, is another point brought 
out. Even in the soda fountains, 
where probably two-thirds of the 
voung people of Atlanta drink daily,

It was announced’ at the agricul- 
tural department ‘yesterday that the 
report asked for by the legislative in- 
vestigating committee very probably 
will be finisheg today. 

Representative. Ault, of Polk county, 
a member of the investigating com- 
mittee and author of the resolution 
calling for an investigation of the 
agricultural department, is expected 
in Atlanta Thursday and is expected to 
call at the agricultural department 
for the report. Mr. Ault hag been 
notified that the report will be ready 
some time this week; and if not finish- 
ed Thursday will be in shape for the 
committee either Friday or Saturady. 

The data containeq in the report 
covers every transaction of the agri- 
cultural department, covering a period 
of several years and is practically a 
transcript of the records in the office.
